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Plans for 190l=2 


The year 1901-2 is the Missionary 
Year in the Epworth League. It is the 
purpose of the Board of Control to en- 
courage in each chapter: 

1. The appointment of a Missionary 
Committee for the Chapter. 

2. The organization of a Mission 
Study Class. 

3. The possession of one or both of 
the Missionary Campaign Libraries. 

4. The Christian Stewardship Enroll- 
ment. 

One of the first duties of the newly 
appointed Missionary Committee should 
be the organization of a Mission Study 
Class. 

How to Organize a Mission Study Class 


Devote a regular Epworth League 
meeting to the organizing of the Mis- 
sion Study Class. Plans for such a 
meeting will be found on page 8 of the 
EpwortH HERALD of September 21, 
1901. The following additional sugges- 
tions may be helpful: 

1. At the meeting, by book reviews, 
reports of missionary heroism, inci- 
dents, biographies, stories, or other 
means, show the attractiveness of mis- 
sion study and its necessity as the fore- 
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runner of all missionary interest and 
sacrifice. 

2. After the topic has been thus pre- 
sented explain the plan for the organ- 
ization of Mission Study Classes in the 
Epworth League during 1go1-2. 

3. Precipitate the meeting by securing 
on slips of paper, previously prepared, 
the names of those who will join the 
Mission Study Class. 

4. Have the persons who sign these 
slips of paper tarry after the meeting 
long enough to arrange for time and a 
place of the next meeting and to secure 
orders for the Mission Study text-book, 
which should be ordered of Jennings & 
Pye, 57 Washington Street, Chicago. 

5. Send the name of the Study Class 
leader immediately to Mr. S. Earl Tay- 
lor, 57 Washington Street, Chicago, II], 
using for.that purpose the blank found 
on the last page of this booklet. The 
special helps for leaders cannot be se- 
cured unless the name and address of 
the leader is properly sent to Mr. Tay- 
lor on this blank. 


Membership 

After the Epworth League meeting 
at which the Study Class work is pre- 
sented, there should be a thorough can- 
vass of the active membership of the 
League for the purpose of securing 
additional names before the first meet- 
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ing of the class. The members of the 
Missionary Committee of the Epworth 
League should certainly be charter 
members of the class. Large numbers 
are not a requisite for a successful class. 
It is better to begin with a very few, 
who are deeply interested, and then 
gradually to increase the number, than 
to begin with a large enrollment of dis- 
interested persons who do not care for 
the study. The class should consist 
only of those who are in earnest and 
who plan definitely. 

‘1, To attend regularly. 

>. To secure a copy of the text book 
(when two from the same family join 
the class, one book may suffice for 
both). 

3. To carefully prepare each lesson. 

4. To do as far as possible the special 
work assigned by the leader. 

It is the hope of the Board of Control 
that every Epworth League Chapter 
may this year have at least a small 
Study Class, for certainly if no one else 
is interested enough to join, the Mis- 
sionary Committee of the Chapter may 
form a nucleus and: others may be en- 
rolled from time to time. 


Officers of the Class 

A Leader and a Secretary should be 
chosen from the class. These officers 
should be selected with great care. 
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The Leader need not be an authority 
on foreign missions, but he should be 
earnest and willing to give time and 
energy to make the class interesting. 
He should be willing to lead the Class 
in hard work. 

The Secretary should keep a careful 
record of the meetings of the class and 
of extra work assigned and completed 
by the various members. 

Another member of the class may wel] 
be appointed as Official Artist or Map 
Maker of the class as there will be fre- 
quent need for missionary charts and. 
blackboard work. 


How Often to Meet 


Once a week until the completion of 
the course. This will be found more 
satisfactory than meeting once a month 
or even once in two weeks. It is easier 
to sustain the interest with weekly 
meetings, and the results of the study 
will be more satisfactory. ; 


Place to [leet 


I. In the chapter room, if suitable 
and convenient. 

2. In a private home, if the chapter 
room is not available. In this case it 
will be necessary to guard against per- 
mitting the class to degenerate into a 
social gathering.

Maintaining the Attendance 


This important matter should be 
cared for by two or more of the most 
interested and influential members in 
the class. 

Announcements each week from the 
pulpit, at the regular League devo- 
tional meetings and at prayer-meetings 
will be effective, but in most cases 
personal reminders within twenty-four 
hours of the meeting will be the main 
reliance. The secretary or officer in 
charge of records of attendance should 
make it a point to see each absentee 
and, if possible, secure his attendance 
at the next session. The value of the 
studies depends largely on continuous 
and prompt attendance. 


Accessories to the Class Work 


1. The Missionary Campaign Libra- 
ries No. 1 and No. 2 (No other general 
missionary literature will be referred 
to, since these libraries are accessible 
to so large a proportion of the Study 
Classes.) 

2. The report of the Missionary So- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church (Sent free upon request to 
Missionary Secretaries, 150 Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York City.) 

3. A general missionary map of the 
world will be found very helpful in the 
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course of the studies, though not essen- 
tial. If the class is unable to purchase 
or secure a large printed map, a very 
effective outline map could be pre- 
pared by the class artist, and the names 
of the various mission stations and fields 
inserted as the lessons progress. This 
plan will be found to have many points 
of advantage over the use of a printed 
map. Full directions for map and chart 
making will be found on pages 28-33 of 
“The Missionary Spoke of the Epworth 
Wheel.” A set of seven maps, 25 by 
40 inches in size, showing all mission 
lands, may be had of the Missionary 
Society for 70 cents per set. The set 
cannot be broken. 

4. As many of the books referred to 
in the Bibliography (pp. 211-234 of the 
text book) as may be available from 
private or public libraries should be 
gathered into a special reference library 
for the use of the Study Class members. 
If such books cannot be gotten to- 
gether in one place, the Leader should 
have a list of them for use in giving 
out references. 

5. A large blackboard should be at 
hand and freely used at each session of 
the class. It will be needed for maps, 
charts and diagrams. Better than a 
blackboard in many respects, are large 
sheets of paper, to be secured of the 
printer and used with colored cray- 
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ons. These sheets, bound together, will 
give permanent value to the maps and 
helps that are prepared for the class. 


Suggestions on Study 


1. Students should not be discour- 
aged if the first two or three chapters 
of the text book prove less interesting 
than expected. They will be found 
preparatory to the exceedingly inter- 
esting and inspiring chapters that fol- 
low, and as a preparation for the follow- 
ing chapters should be very carefully 
studied. 


2. The profit gained from mission 
study depends upon the amount of con- 
centrated attention given to it before 
the class hour. At the very least each 
student should read over the lesson in 
the text book; then with the analytical 
outline before him try to recall the lead- 
ing facts, refreshing the memory on 
forgotten points. 

2. Each student when assigned extra 
work should do his best, with a con- 
scientious desire to help the other 
members. 


4. Each member should have a note- 
book in which to record the result of 
any special reading, interesting points 
brought out in the class, and copies of 
the charts used in the class. 


5. Too much emphasis cannot be 
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placed upon the importance of using 
the Analytical Index found on pp. 235- 
245 of the text book as an aid in fixing 
the lesson in the memory. 


6. Each member should have a defi- 
nite time for study, and be systematic 
in the use of that time. 


7. It is of the utmost importance 
that each member be punctual at each 
meeting. If one member keeps a class 
of twelve waiting five minutes, he has 
been the cause of wasting an hour’s 
time. The meeting should be begun 
and closed precisely on time. 


8. The heart must be kept open 
continually for divine suggestions as 
to one’s personal responsibility. Often 
should the individual pray, ‘“ Lord, in 
the light of these new-found truths, 
what wilt Thou have me do?” 


9g. [Throughout the course there should 
be constant prayer for the evangeliza- 
tion of the world in this generation. 
The use of the Prayer Cycle given in 
the back of this booklet will assist in 
definiteness, but it is intended to be 
only suggestive. Each member of the 
class should prepare a prayer list for 
personal use, adding from time to time 
the names of missionaries with whom 
he may be acquainted, or of whom he 
may learn in his reading. 

At intervals during the Class Hour 
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prayer should be made as the Holy 
Spirit shall direct. 

The Mission Class should become a 
praying band and should offer earnest 
prayer for laborers, money, the mis- 
sionary interests of the Church, the 
missionary life of the League, and the 
Study Class.

Suggestions to the Leader 
1. All the suggestions of this pamphlet 


are the result of experience in mission 
study classes and for that reason are of 
value, but they should not diminish 
original planning on the part of the 
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leader. If possible, add to the sugges- 


tions for the benefit of future classes. 


2. Place an outline on the blackboard 
before the session, referring to it as the 
lesson proceeds. The Analytical Out- 
line varied to suit the special case can 
be used in this way. 


3. The argument of the book is very 
closely connected in its various parts, 
and the class should suspend judgment 
until they have gotten the evidence of 
succeeding chapters. 


4. In order to relieve the strain of 
close argument it will be very desirable 
in most classes to plan for at least one 
popular feature in connection with each 
study. 

5. The maintenance of the interest 
will depend largely on the Leader’s in- 
genuity. Each member of the class 
should be made to feel a personal re- 
sponsibility. This may be done and 
the lessons brightened by special re- 
ports on extra topics, from persons 
appointed to the duty beforehand. 
These should be brief. It is much bet- 
ter to have five three-minute papers on 
special topics than one fifteen-minute 
paper on a single topic. 

6. The topics for special work given 
in the following outlines and lesson 
helps are intended to be merely sugges- 
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tive and by no means exhaustive. They 
should be added to, omitted, or changed 
to suit the class. Dry essays should 
be avoided. Better have a bright, in- 
teresting story read from a book, if 
necessary, than an original array of un- 
interesting material. 

7. When figures and _ statistics are 
given they should be made graphic if 
possible by the use of charts, maps, or 
familiar comparisons that will fix them 
in the mind. 


8. The Leader should be on the look- 
out for interesting articles in current 
missionary magazines, and assign any 
such articles to members of the class to 
be reported on at the class sessions. 

9g. Tourists’ letters, or a budget of 
foreign news occasionally will add in- 
terest. The budget may have various 
departments, as Evangelistic Missions, 
Medical Missions, Educational Mis- 
sions, Recent. Victories of the Cross, 
Facts Boiled Down, etc. Three or 
four persons may be appointed editors. 


10. A missionary debate may prove 
helpful if the question is carefully 
chosen. 

11. It will add to the interest if the 
members of the class will make a scrap- 
book of current news from mission 
fields, reporting each week on the points 
of interest. 
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12. Carefully. scan the current num- 
bers of World Wide Missions, Gospel in 
All Lands, and other Church papers, for 
the most recent news concerning Meth- 
odist Missions. 

3. In preparing questions for the 
quiz on the week’s lesson be very care- 
ful to select those points of greatest 
importance. In each lesson have a 
half-dozen of the most important points 
made so emphatic that it will be impos- 
sible to forget them. 

14. In the review bring out quickly 
those points which have in the previous 
lesson been decided upon as the most 
important. Do not try to cover the 
review lesson in detail. 

15. If possible the Leader should en- 
list at least one or two trusted assist- 
ants that his burdens may be lightened. 
Many of the items proposed in later 
suggestions to Leaders may be dele- 
gated to these assistants: 


16. In some cases it may be a very 
good plan to appoint a different mem- 
ber of the class each week to conduct 
the Quiz, or the review. 

17. In the opening and closing 
prayers, seek to develop the habit of 
definite intercession. In prayer, brevity 
is no fault, but lack of reality is. 


18, The importance of ‘making a re- 
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port to the Central Office immediately 
after each session cannot be too strongly 


urged. It is of great advantage, both to | 


the classes and to the general supervi- 
sion of the work. Leaders who fail to 
send in a report after each session, on 
the card provided for that purpose, 
should not ask to receive the helps sent 
to leaders from the Central Office. 


Statement Concerning Examinations 


Some leaders last year found it very 
profitable to conduct examinations at 
the end of the course of study, not re- 
quiring all class members to participate, 
but only inviting those who felt that 
such a test would prove an incentive to 
more thorough work. We heartily ap- 
prove of the plan of thus conducting 
examinations, only emphasizing the 
caution that the taking of the examina- 
tion should be entirely optional with 
each member of the class, and should 
be given only where the class is 
enthusiastic. It is far better to close 
the course with the inspiration. of 
the last chapter than to hold an extra 
session for examination if interest is 
decreasing. 

Hoping that a large number of classes 
will this year choose: to take examina- 
tions, the Committee at the Central 
Office will prepare a set of examination 
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questions that will be sent to such lead- 
CrS aS may request them. All papers 
grading above go per cent should be 
sent by a leader to the Central Office, 
where they will be carefully examined, 


and a certificate will be sent to all whose 
work merits it.
